Mayor William H. Tolson was
authorized by the city council
Tuesday, night to sign an agree-
ment with the State division of
Highways which allocates $1,000
of the city’s quarter-cent gaso-
line tax funds for the planting
of some 200 or 300 new: trees
| along Highway '101 within the
